Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that Ehrich et al. does not meet the limitations 
claimed in claim 1 as the language of "tracking a selectable link upon selection of a link" is not found. Applicant argued 
that the tracking involved in Ehrich et al. is more directed to mouse tracking and not selection tracking of links. This 
argument requires further consideration and search. Applicant also argued the combination of Lorenz and Davis et al. 
is not proper as Lorenz teaches away from the combination. This argument appears convincing, however further 
consideration of the references is required. Any decision on patentibility will be determined with further search of the 
general state of the art..
